During tho time they were 
seated there the thunder storm came 
ou accompanied by lightning, and a 
flash struck the trees under which

*^be wliole way down and killing the 
men. A short distance from this spot 
a boy named Robert Goodwin, who 
had charge of a horso, tied him to a 
cedar tree about ten. fpatirom the fatal 
spot, and the animal' was struck down 
with a piece of hay in his mouth. The 

'"boy was struck on the left side and 
knocked down, his shoulder and side 
being badly burned. The names of 
the men killed are: Michael Hennes- 
sey, 19 years of age; Wm. Laherge, 
14 years of age, and Chas. Ohilds, 
about 16 years of age, who has no rel- 
'"'afives in this country. 

Montreal, July 19. — In the case of

-Ndrfch and Sooth in- ■ advancing the 
natippaa^, as disiin|[uished from the 
federal idea, are no doubt much better 
appreciated by our readers than the 
earlier events to which we think it 
may bo useful, at this tinio, to draw 
their attention, The subject is of 
siipreme importauco to ua, because, if 
WG are to remain part of the Domin- 
ion of Canada, tho American example 
guide U3 in formiug an opinion how 
far the British North America Act of 

•1867 does, or does not, contain tho 
germs of a national growth toward a 
condition which the United States 
have not yet satisfactorily reaohotl, 
after spending a whole century in pol- 
itical debate and turmoil, interspersed 
with shocks of bloody confusion. Near- 
ly a hundred years have passed away 
Bi||xcd,,<C)ongress signed the above con- 
stitution^ and the question is still open 
to some extent in the. minds of many 
people in the United States, whether 
resisting the Washington Qovern- 
zneot in rebellion or breach of treaty — 
whether the act is an ant of treason or 
war— whether it is punishable by tho 
soldier or the judge. The theoreltical 
question always , ha^. been, and not- 
withstanding the late war still is, 
whether theTTnited States form a con- 
federacy or an incorporation. The 
physical subjugation of men does not, 
necessarily, cause them to alter their 
opinions. Without being convinced, 
men may have to acquiesce in a cer- 
tain national condition, and may con- 
tinue to acquiesce in it. Tho theoreti- 
cal question always has been — are the 
United States allied independent 
States^ or are they a loose aggregation 
of Buhordlnate municipalities? If the 
union be an incorporation, that is to 
Bay, if the people of tho United States 
form one nation, each individual owes 
allegiancei-tortliat nation, and would 
commit '^treason were be to withdraw 
from it. On the other hand, if the 
Union bei a mere alliance, if the dif- 
ferent States are sovereign and inde- 
pe!D49|at> 'Mid only bound to one an- 
ott^er oy ' treaty',' theVe ' is no national 

, aa,t|iO]fity beyond the authorities of 
iioh State to which allegience can be 
due. If any one State think fit to 
separate from the Union, it may do 
so, incurring merely the guilt of a 
breach of the treaty, which indeed 
might entitle tho remainder of tho 
confederacy to exercise against it the 
right of war, and, if Huccossful, the 
rights of conquests, but could not 
gi\e the right of treating any of the 
aecediug people as criminals. This 
last named faith is one in which many 
Americana have lived and dared much 
and staked their all and died. How- 
far a calm review of American history 

■ justifies their course, we shall endeav- 
or to show to our readers in a series 
of short articles upon a subject which

From Hope to Eootenay. 

EnrroB Colonist:— Tho trail from Hope 
to hero is fit for bears, wolves or foxes. 

It winds like the twist in a cork screw 
from liasc to sinuiiiit of a thousand moun- 
tains aihl tniv.'lliiig over it you areah^Mv.s 
on Ihi-' edge of a procipiee. Tlie summits 
of the niinintains suiiu'tiines ajijiear like 
islands in a tea of clouds which kiuiUy 
hide tho depths to which you must de- 
scend if your horso makes a false step oil 
the rocky j)ath, which is in many places a 
foot wide. The system of hiring ineu by 
tho week to keej) fho trail in repair is a. 
bad oue and expensive. Money could bo 
saved and a good [).ithway secured if the 
work were Ic^t bycoutract to thviu; men for 
five ;/ears. Va\A\ niiiii to k(-i'p lUI) miles 
in good order and tlio exiu'essinan should 
bo appointed Inspector-Oeuoral of this 
awfully romantic road. Thirty miles 
from Hope the river Skagit wiuds through 
tho mountains and onijjties itself into tho 
Sound. Indians say-there js a vast jirai- 
rio on either hiile of th<' stream in British 
Columbia and that tliere is a densely 
wooded belt of land on tho AmtU'ican side 
jncxt tho Sound. I believe this report is 
Icorreot. Between Hope and the ford we 
■crossed on the Similkameon there is no 
laud. Iu fact tho conntry ln-twocn those 
two points may Iu licsci-ibc.l as "n .sea of 
desolution" not wmth four bit.'; for agri- 
cultural or pastoral purposes. After rid- 
jng through tho boiling torrunt of tho 
Similkameen we lauded on Hayes' flat 
/enjoyed the pleasure of seeing a white 
'man's face and his brandy flask. I on- 
joyed tho drink, but Wardlo, tho express- 
man, is a teiitotaler uud iho kin;^ of guides 
on a dangerous [latli. Tea supplies him 
with the nerve and courage I should seek 
from the i)ur<' mountain dew. Ho is an 
enthusiastic admirer of tea, and has in- 
duced me to take tho pledge which I hope 
to do when wo ascend the top of the 
highest mountain within tifty iiiilcH of 
Kootenay. .\t Ken iu.'ooa \\r i-csted at 
tho ho3]>ital)le Iiduho of Barrington Piieo. 
It cost .^."i.l io( I and is a charm in the wil- 
derness. Tbo wide hall by which yon en- 
ter is like a ceud mile a failt/n: ami the 
sporting parlor on the right dt'corated 
with guns, hooks and lishing tarkle, ro- 
mind.s you at once of Ihr romantic iiloas 
boys in collrgi s cmci'ivi' of ii life in tho 
woods. Ill finnt of this house there is ii 
rich Il-vlI [irairic, part of it low and this 
part was covcind by the floods a month 
age). Mr. I'rico has men employed saw- 
ing lumber for a flour mill. It will en- 
c(jurago tlio farmers to cultivate the val- 
ley and maybe a very good speculation. 
Two miles farther ou wo lialteil to seo 
Frank Rielitcr, a fellow traveller, who 
has titiishedlho |)rctliest cottage lover 
entered. He loves light. In every room 
there is a llood of that luxury so often 
excluded by fanners who believe largo 
windows aro expensive. In his trim gar- 
ilen theri^ is a luxuriant eroi) fjf corn, 
lieets and vegetables. Plculyof ovideiu!o 
to iirove wlial may !)(> done in the valley. 
His ilniry, as cool as an ieo house ami i\h 
clean as a Hai'.eliiary, well hlled with piuis 
of milk. Didn't wuobey the order given 
by Frank — help yourselves, gentlemen. 
Wo mode a brilliant charge ou tho milk 
jianH, Frank leaves home in the fall to 
neck a wife in N'ictoria and I wish hiiu 
every sncecss, because ho is the liost nam- 
ple of tho border faj-iiii>r f havo mot in 
my travels. Four miles fartiuir on wo 
camped close by tho house of Tom (jiir- 
ry. He hail a pot of excellent corn beef 
cooked for anpiier and immediately prc- 
senteil it to tlio strangers. Tliere wa.H nn 
use iu assiii iiif; liiiji that we hud a good 
supply of provisions, and wo woro forced 
to share his hospitality. Six mdes far- 
ther on wo passed by the Similkameon on 
a terrible blulV. I rod" tlu! faiuons hnrso 
"Callaghan," wt!ll known in Kootenay as 
the veteran who fasted live days ami car- 
ried his load of Hour over the Shoppard 
mountain:* when the other Hoventeou ani- 
mals perished iu the suow. For crossing 
a i)rostrato forest, or a dangerous path, 
Callaghan has no equal amongst animals 
on four logs. At a daugenms sloping; 
roek two feet high and two thounand feet 
abovo the valley, ho woiihl ji'iiiso and 
turn his head to see if 1 wished to got 
olV, then In^ woiifd rai.se his foro ItgB at 
the same time and plant them securely on 
tho rock, look again at me and wait to see 
it I were wiso enough to dismount. More 
than once I could sen in his oyo an ex- 
pression that .seemcil to ,sav--yon are not 
wiso, you could walk and diminish tho 
risk for us both. Tho house of Judge 
B»yneii by Okaangan lake is in the right 



placo, surroiinde'd by mountains; the 

land i"- good, but I would not give the 
lake for all the land I saw from there to 
Hope. The water ia pure and in it an 
abundant supply of salmon-trout. From 
tbo Okanogan river to Book creek, .dis- 
tance 2i miles the muontaius are"oovered 
with bunch gross two feet high ond tho 
horse did not strike his shoo on a stono 
while going from ouo ])laco to the other. 
Mountains of clay. Tho trail fioni Hock 
Oreok by tho riglit bank of ICi^tlle river to 
Colvillo mountain, was abandoned by 
boars as unsafe many years ago ond adopt- 
ed by Wardle when the waters interfered 
with the trail on the other side. It is truly 
aw ful. Swamps, bush, bluffs, prostrate 
forests, rattle snakes! Dut thiink God 
there is the (Uilumbia. .-V groat rivtu' 
gliding in silence to the sea is a grand 
sight, what calm magcstic power it dis- 
plays. 'The traveller always on the edge 
of a precipice must feel that the dread of 
dying is worse than death; end when ho 
comes to tho edge of a great river ho can 
not help feeling tho inllueueo of the visi- 
ble power which reminds him of the iu- 
visihh', the great iinkuowii. It would not 
surjiriso me to si'o a man tired of mosqui- 
tos aud rattle snakes, say his proyors or 
lake a dire. Snow in the valleys and on 
top of the Ho])e mountains was ten feet 
deep wdiou we crossi.'d. The frost at night 
made ico a quarter of au inch thick. We 
had torrents of raia, lightniug and thun- 
der. So far so good. All's well.

EiuTou Coi.()Nisr:--Ponnit mo, if 
you ploa.se, to occupy a small space iu 
your valuable paper. There are many 
of us here who have friends at a dis- 
tance to whom it would bo a pleasure 
to know how wo nil are, aud how tho 
miuo is progressing. They, are too 
many to write to individually, conse- 
quently I crave your indulgence for a 
few linos. 

Not many days ago a sad accid3nt 
occurred at tha mine hero by which 
one man named Edward Jeil'roy lost 
his life, aud another named Robt. 
Wallace, was badly wounded in tho 
leg. Tho circumstances under which 
the accident happened are as fellows: 
Two men were employed in cutting 
a large cedar tree on a high bluff di- 
rectly above the drift in which tho 
men wore at work. When nearly cut 
oi.ie of tlio men came down to the 
tlrift and told those at work there to 
get out of tho way that the tree was 
pretty well out, and that there was an 
uncertainty as to which way it would 
fall owing to its being in an awkward 
placo. Tlie mining engineer, Mr, 
Bushby, who was then present sent 
tho men away to a sufo distance, or- 
dering tbeiu not to returu till the tree 
fell. Thoy left for somo other part 
of the mine. E. Joli'rey, one of the 
men who left the drift, after perhaps 
ten or tifteon niinutfa, said to those 
with him, "lot us return, I will watch 
the tree," or something to that effect. 
They did return, but the tree came on 
poor JelTiey unawares, kuocking him 
off a little lodge on which he stood 
into the river wliich at tliis point boils 
aud surges as it rushes through tho 
narrow gorge at the luiue. Tho 
stream carried him about ten feet 
and jammed him up against a 
boulder where he was found a few min- 
utes after. Ho spoko very littlo and 
breathed his last a few hours later 
while being carried on a bed to Quad- 
ra. 

An inquest was held by Mr. Pid- 
cock of Comox, a week ago last Sun- 
day and the verdict returned by tho 
jury was, accidental death. Tho 
wounded man was sent down to Nan- 
aiiuo for medical truatnicnt.. The 
mine at this placo is progressing very 
favourably aud in a very short time 
ctial will be supplied. The road is 
linishod oven to tho hn'ing of tho ties 
iu po.sition av.-aitiiig for tho rails which 
aro expected daily, having loft San 
Franci.sco over tliruo weeks ago.
